ENORMOUS SURPLUS . FOR 
EXPORT.

RIGA, Tuesday. 

Preparations to handle an export of more 
than a million tons of Russian rye are sea 
ceeding rapidly in all Baltic harbours, where 
grain elevators and huge warehouses are being 
put into commission. 

This year: will see the fulfilment of the 
Russian dream of a huge grain export, for 
Moscow is receiving favourable crop reports 
from all of her many Governments. After 
two years of famine the famous black earth 
districts of Russia are again producing, and 
Takovsky, presiding at the Grain Production 
Congress in Harkov, declared that the 
Ukraine districts alone will produce 5,850, 
tons of grain, against the famine crop of 
800.000 tons last year. SAS 

While reports from the Volga districts are 
not so favourable as those from the Ukraine, 
still Moscow believes that even these districts 
will produce an exportable surplus this vear. 

In connection with these renorts the Soviet

CELEBRATING THE SIGNING 


“OF PEACE. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Tuesday. 

To-day is being observed here as a public 
holiday in honour of the signing of peace. 
The town is beflagged, and a large number 
of shops are closed. Processions, headed by 
bands, are .perambulating the streets in 
various quarters. To-night illuminations and 
torchlight processions are being arranged. 

A salute of 101 guns was fired this after- 
noon with guns lent to the Turks in connec- 
tion with the ceiebrations for the festival of 
Bairan, which fails to-day.

His 
Majesty’s Government our deep gratification 
at the news of the agreement which has been 
reached at Lausanne, and that peace in the 
Near East has been secured. The news will 
be received with unbounded relief and thank- 
fulness by Moslems in India. The progress 
of the long negotiations has been followed 
by me and my Government, stage by stage, 
with the keenest interest, and our hopes and 
anxieties throughout have been shared by the 
Mohammedans of the Indian Empire. 

“We desire. to take this occasion of their 
successful conclusion to convey our feelings 
of gratitude to His Majesty’s Government and 
the Marquis of Curzon, and those associated 
with him.—(Reuter.)

TROUBLE OVER THE AMERICAN-

Some trouble has arisen over the negotia- 
tions for the Treaty between America and 
Turkey. 

In answer to a telegram received from 
Ismet Pasha, to the effect that the Americans 
desire to continue the negotiations at 
Lausanne, the Angora Government has replied 
that, if an immediate agreement is not 
assured, it will insist that the remainder of 
the Treaty be framed at Constantinople. 

Angora asserts that the Americans are de- 
manding certain economic privileges, as well 
as free Customs, on supplies arriving in the 
names of colleges, hospitals, a other 
American charitable institutions. . 

Mention is madé of the abuses that will be 
possible by exempting American philanthropic 
supplies from the Customs. 

The Turks are contemplating the establish- 
ment of Legations in London, Washington, 
Rome, and Paris, instead of Embassies. 

The Turks estimate that Embassies in 
these places would increase the Foreign Office 
expenses by £40,000. 


AMERICAN CONTRACT. 
NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

The Ottoman and American Development 
Company, the owners of Chester Conces- 
sion, announce that they have signed a 
contract with the Turkish Government to 
supply American agricultural machinery in 
Turkey. The contract, which is valid for six 
years, contemplates the establishment of 
schools of instruction for farmers.—(Reuter.)

We 
have just made an offer to our Alles pro- 
posing the first step towards settlement, con- 
ceived in such a spirit that I might fairly 
hope that success might ultimately attend our 
efforts.

“In private life my experience has always 
been that whenever you lend money you make 
an enemy. That is not necessarily true in- 
ternationally, as it is inevitably true in pri- 
vate life. 


THE AMERICAN DEBT. 


Proceeding, the Premier said that | 
business arrangement could have been carried 
out more fairly, more honourably, more 
pleasantly in its details, than the settlement 
of their debt to America.

THE ENGLISH STRIKE. 


LIVELY SCENES AT HULL. 


After a mass meeting yesterday a section of 
Hull dockers on strike resumed work on three 
ships in the railway dock. Police protection 
was afforded them; but when the men had 
finished they were attacked by pickets, and 
one man’s face was cut. 

The strikers. also marched to King George 
Dock, and stopped a number of :»mbermea 
who had gone back to work. 

The men held another meeting last night. 
A crowd of fully 6,000 men assembled, and 
by @ large majority they decided to continue 
the strike to enforce the demand for lls. a 
day. A considerable number did not vote.

The Royal carriage had passed into the 
entrance, and the second carriage, containing 
the High Sheriff of Lancashire, Sir Benjamin 
Johnson, and the Lady-in-Waiting, was mak- 
ing the turn to follow, when the two horses 
became restive, or were frightened by the 
cheering crowd. 

Both animals plunged on to the crowded 
pavement, and the carriage wheels crashed 
into the fringe of the crowd, which consisted 
mainly of children, who had been standing in 
the front rank. 

The frightened children had no chance of 
escape. Wedged in the crowd, they could not 
move: back, and, before the horses could be 
got under control, a heap of people were lying 
injured in the roadway. 

n.the meantime the Royal carriage had 
on, and Their Royal Highnesses were 
unaware of the accident. All the injured were 
speedily carried into the casualty ward of the 
Royal Infirmary, and medically attended. 

The elder ple were able to proceed to 
their homes after receiving treatment, but the 
seven children were detained in the Infirmary. 
They include William Andrews, a two years 
old child, who is suffering from a fractured 
leg, and his brother, John, aged eleven, who 
has a foot and ankle fractured. Alfred Pugh, 
aged five, sustained an injured leg. 

When they learned of the accident the 
Duke and Duchess expressed their great con- 
cern, and sympathy for the sufferers. 

The Duke of York presented the Carnegie 
Trust Fund Bronze Medal to Mr. Charles R. 
Woods, who, as operator at the Royal Infir- 
mary in the early days of X rays investiga- 
tion, lost most of his fingers, and is no longer 
able to work as an operator.

Are we to believe that because the Treaty 
has been negotiated as between equals, Turkey 
has become, by some ‘miracle, a civilised 
Power? Often enough at Lausanne it was 
clear that the hitches which arose were. due, 
not to bad faith on the part of the Turkish 
delegates, but to their sheer ignorance of the 
rules of the game. Their suspicion of even 
the plainest and most obvious suggestion, lest 
it should conceal some trick, while a natural 
instinct to people far whom negotiation means 
the haggling of the bazaar, revealed the gulf 
which exists between their mentality and that 
of Western Europe. e ill-conceived and 
largely abortive exploitation of the squalor. of 
Angora, humiliating to the would-be 
concessionnatres as it was, and as the Turks 
intended it to be, was not without value as an 
object lesson to the foreign investor, 

We shall look forward with interest to the 
negotiations between the Turkish Government 
and the bond-holders of the debt, and to the 
playing-off against each other of those earnest 
seekers after Turkey’s welfare who will as- 
suredly flock to the country so soon ag, con- 
ditions seem favourable. Though the stern 
pressure of circumstances will, doubtless, 
bring the Turkish Nationalists to realise -in 
time, that in order to attract the foreign 
capital, without which their dreams of de-’ 
velopment on modern lines are vain, they 
must make things tolerable for the foreigner, 
the first stages of the present experiment seem 
likely to be difficult so far as foreign financial 
interests are concerned. 


LAWLESSNESS IN GERMANY. 


There can be no doubt that Bolshevist ten- 
dencies have been gaining ground among the 
German working classes since the collapse of 
the mark completely upset all standards of 
value in wages and price, writes the Berlin 
Correspondent of 7'áe T'imes.. I do not, want 
to be misleading. There is no likelihood’ of 
Germany's going Bolshevist in the Russian 
sense. But outbreaks of lawlessness which 
help to make the chaos worse are occurring 
with increasing frequency. It may come. to 
pass that the Communists may gain the upper 
nand for a time in certain parts of Germany, 
and then there will be the risk of a 
Monarchist putsch elsewhere; for. the 
Monarchists are waiting for the Communists 
to let fly in order to gather all the order- 
loving middle classes into their camp. When 
they feel they have sufficient backing they 
will show their hand. 


MOVE AGAINST 
COMMUNISTS, 


The Times Correspondent at Sofia writes :— 
The measares which are being taken by the 
Government against the Russian Communists 
now in the country are generally approved. 
There fas been a round-up of these Com- 
munists throughout Bulgaria, and over three 
hundred have been arrested. They will be 
sent back to Russia. I learn that after the 
liquidation of the question of the Russians, 
the Government will take similar action 
against the Bulgarian Communists. « Such 
action is already foreshadowed by the arrest 
at Pleven (Plevna) of several Communist 
advocates who were defending certain of the 
Communists accused of complicity in the plot 
hatched there during June. In fact, it would 
appear that the Government has resolved to 
crush Communism in Bulgaria, and it would 
not be surprising if members of the Com- 
munist Party were declared to be outlaws, as 
they are in Yugo-Slavia. 


MARK-EXCHANGE CONTROL 


The Berlin Correspondent of The Times 
writes:—It is still more apparent to-day 
that the Government has dropped its policy 
of exchange control. Berlin quotations for 
foreign currencies were even higher than 
those of foreign markets. The dollar was 
414,000 and the pound 1,900,000. The result 
was that for the first time for weeks and 
weeks foreign values were offered for sale, 
So that chapter in the financial disorganisa- 
tion of Germany is closed. The restrictions 
on dealings in foreign values are being 
rapidly removed. To-day the purchase ahead 
of foreign currency and dollar treasury bonds 
was again base This does away with 
the principle established weeks ago’ by the 
Government of allowing sales and purchases 
only at the financial rate of the day, the 
effect of which was to concentrate all foreign 
exchange business at the moment when the 
official rate was fixed by the Reichsbank. 


JOYBELLS AT LAUSANNE. 


The Westminster Gazette says :—Peaco has 
at length been signed with Turkey, and Ismet 
and Mustapha Kemal are entitled to the fullest 
gratitude of their countrymen for a very re- 
markable diplomatic triumph. They have led 
their country from a decline which appeared 
to presage the end of her history as a Euro- 
pean Power to a position of greater in- 
dependence than thev could have hoped. The 
various objects which the late Coalition 
claimed as their inspiration in the struggle 
with Turkey have been whittled away almost, 
beyond recognition. But we have secured 
peace in the Near East, and in the last resort 
it is wholly to be deplored that Turkey has 
driven a hard bargain. 

The Daily Chronicle contends that the sien 
ing of the Peace Treaty at Lausanne yesterday 
means to the Turks not merely peace, but vic- 
tory.

SEIZURE OF LIVE STOCK.

DEFENCE FORCES. 
TEMPORARY ARMY BILL. 


After questions, General Mulcahy intro- 
duced the Defence Forces (Temporary Pro- 
visions) Bill. He said that he was forced 
to realise that there would not be sufficient 
time, before the dissolution of the present 
House, to give sufficient consideratiyn to a 
bill of such length and of such importance. 
He was facing that situation on one side. and 
on the other the situation that it was absolu- 
tely necessary for them to have legalised, at 
once, the position of the Army.

CONTROL MIGHT LAPSE.

DAIL COURTS. 


THE “VINDING-UP BILL. 


The House then took the second stage of 
the Dail Eireann Courts (Winding-up) Bill, 

Mr. Kevin O’Higgins said that this was a 
belated bill. These Courts had been dis- 
banded and disestablished by the Executive 
Council and the Provisional Government 
nearly twelve months ago, and that there 
was hardship to htigants in these Courts, or 
who had cases pending, by reason of the vill 
nt having been introduced sooner might be 
the subject of criticism.

LETTER AND REPLY. 

The letter of the 6th July, 1923, referred
